Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Mimnesota

- Seerion 1. That all that country in the county of Brown, Boundaries
contained within the limits and boundarics hereinafter de-
gerebed, shall be o fown by the name of “ New Ulm,” and the
people now inhabiting, and those who shall hereafter inhabity, ., -
within the district of country herein described, shall be a mu- -
nicipal corporation by the name of “ Town of New Ulm,” and
ghall possess powers by their corporate name to acquire pro- Incorporatipn
perty, real, personal or mixed, for the use of said town, and
may sell and convey the same at pleagure. They may have
a common seal, which they may change at pleasure. They geyyapaconvoy
may sue and be sued, plead and be implesded, defend and be
defended, in all manner of actions, in all courts of law and Benl
equity.
Seo. 2. The territory included within the following limits
and boundaries shall constitnte the Town of New Ulm: Lot
number two, (2) and the north-west quarter of the north-
enst quarter, and the north one-half of the south-west quarter
of section number thirty-three, §33) and the east half of the
north-east quarter of section No. thirty-two, (32) and lots Boundacies
number saven, (1) eight, (87 nine, (9) and the south-west quar-
ter of the north-west quarter of section number twenty-eight,
(28) and the cast half of north-west quarter, and north-east
quarter of south-west quarter of section twenty-nine, ('29;
and section No. twenty, (20) except lots number one (1
and two,{3) and the south-west quarter of south-east quarter,
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and the south-east quarter of the south-west quarter, and the
west half of south-west quarter, and lots number one (1) and
two (2) in section number seventeen, 17) and the east balf
of the southwest quarter and the southeast quarter, and the
south-east quarter of the north-east quarter of section No.
eighteen, (18) and the north-east quarter and the east helf
of the south-east and the norrh-east quarter of tho north-west
of section number nineteen, (19} all in township one hundred
and ten, of N. of range number thirty, (30) of ihe fifth (6)
principal meridian.

Sec. 3, The said town shall be divided into four words,
the limits of which shall be determined at their firat meeting
by the Town Council hereinafter mentioned.

Sgc. 4. That for the good order and gouvernment of said
town it ehall be lawf{ul for the male inhabitants thereof hav-
ing the qualification of voters of the Territory of Minnesota,
to mect at the place of holding elections in said town, on the
first Monday of June next, and at the same time annually
hereafter, in such place as the Town Council may direct, and
then and there proceed by ballot to elect the clective officers
of said town.

Sec. 5. The electivo officers of said town shall be a jus-
tice of the peace and three trustees, and have the qualifi-
cation of voters aloresaid, who ghall hold their offices for
one year, and until their successors shall be elected and
qualified. The justico of the peace, when so elected, shall
be president, and the president and trustees so elected and
qualified, shall constitute the Town Council. Onpe of said
Trustecs shall be elected and résident of each ward, except
at the first election aforementioned; any three members of
eaid council shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of
business pertaining to their dutics. )

Skc. 6. At the first election held under this act there shall
be chosen viva voce by the electors present, two Judgea and
a Clerk of said election, who ghall take an oath or affirmation
faithfully to discharge the duties required of them by this

Trostees 1o be 8Ct, and at all subsequent elections. The Trustees, or any
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two of them, shall be Judges, and the Clerk of the Town
Council, or in his absence some person appointed by the
Judges shall be Clerk. The polls shall be cpened between
the hours of ten and eleven in the forenocon, and closed at
four o’clock, P. M., of the same day; and at the close of the
polla the votes shall be counted, and a true statement thereof
proclaimed to the voters present by one of the Judges, and
the Clerk shall make a true report thercof, and within five
days thereafter he shall give notice to the persons so elected
of their election; and it shall be the duty of the said Town
Council, at least ten days before each and every election, to
give notico of the same, by sctting up advertisemernts at
three of the most public places in said town. Each mamber
of @aid Town Uouncil, before entering upon the duties of his
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effice, shall take an oatl or affirmation to support the Consti-
tation of the United States, and also an oath of office,

8ra. 7. The President shall preside at all meetings of the
- Town Council, and in his absence one of the Trustees may bemmﬁ shelk
elected President pro tem.

Sko. 8. The said Town Council shall have power to make,
erdain and establish bylaws, ordinances, rules and regula-
tions for the povernment of said town; and the same to alier,
smend or rcpeal the same at pleasure; to provide in such
by-laws for the appointment er election of Clerk, Treasurer,
Town Marshal, and of all the subordinate officers which they
may think necessary for the good government and well being
eof Baid town; to prescribe their dutics, and determine the ,
period of their appointment, and the fees they shall be enti-
tled to receive for their respective services, when the same
ia not provided for by law, and require of them to toke an Qs
oath of office previous to entering upon the duties of their
respective offices, and may require of them a bond with secu-
riiy, conditioned( sr the faithful performance of the duties of Give Bond
thair respective offices.  The Town Council shall alse have
power to fix for the violatiun of the by-laws and ordizances
of the Corporation, such reasonable fices and penaltics: Pro-Provise
vided, That such by-laws and ordinances bo not inconsistent
with the Consiitution and laws of the United States or of this
Territory. And providsd also, Th=t no by-laws or ordinances
of said Corporation shall take effect or be in force until the
same ghall have been posted up at least ten days, in one of
the most public places in each ward within said town; and
the certificate of the Clerk entered upon the record of said Certileste
Town Council shall be decmed and taken to be sufficient
evidence of such publication.

8kc. 9., The Town Council ghail &t the expiration of each Receipts and
and every year, cause to be fnade out and posted up as afure: expenditures
said the reccipts and expenditures of the preceding year.

8gc, 10, The Town Council shall have power to regulate
and improve the strects and alMeys, and determine the width Uoprovements.
of the sidewalks insaid town, to regulate the public grounda,
to erect a market house and regulate the markets, to remove
all noisances and obatructions from the streets and commons
of eaid town, to prevent any riots, noise, disturbance, disor-
derly assemblages, suppressand restrain disorderly houses and
bouses of ill-fame, and to authorise the destruction of all in-
struments used for the purposc of gaming, and to do all things
which similar Corporations have power to do in order to pro- ,
vide for and secure health, cleanliness and good order in said
town.

Brc, 11. The Town Council ia hercby anthorised and em-
powered to assees o tax for corporation purposes, within the Assess tax

Powers
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limita of said Corporation, made taxable by laws of this Ter-
ritory, so that said tax shall not exceed in any year five mills
on the dollar of valuation, as the same may be found on the
books of tho County Commissioners of the county of Brown
at the time of agscssing said tax. The Town Council shall
also have power, if authorized to do so by a majority of the
electors in said town, at any meeting called for that purpose,
to lovy an additional tax as above specified, sufficient to
organize and cstablish a fire company ard purchase an en-
gine, hose and other necessary apparatus for the extinguiah-
ment of fires in 3aid town; public notice of which meeting,
and the object therefor, shall be given by posting up a writ-
ten or printed notice thereof, in at least three of the most
public places in said town, ten days before the time of auch
meeting.

Srce. 12, When any tax is levied it shall be the duty of
the Clerk to make out a duplicate of the taxes, charging cach
individual owning property in said Corporation, with the
amount assessed on each item of property, as found on tho
books of the County Commissioners of said county, which
duplicate shall be certified by the President and Clerk, and
one copy thereof shall be placed in the hands of the Marshal,
or such other person as shall be to collect said tex, in the
same manncr and under the same regulations as the county
taxes arc collected; and the said Marshal, or such other per-
son as may be appointed collector, shall immediately after
collecting said tax, pay the same over to the treasurer of
said Corporation, and fake his reccipt therefor; and the said
Marshal or other collector, shall have the same power to gell
Mako deeds mboth real and personal property for the non-payment of the

corporation taxes, as iagiven to the county collector; and when
necessary the Clerk shall have power to make deeds in the
same manncr that other sheriffs do, and the Marshal or other
collector shall receive for his fees such sum ag the Town
Council may direct, not exceeding six per centum on all mo-
neys so by him collected, to be paid by the Treasurer on tha
order of the Clerk,

Sre. 13. The Justice of Peace elected under the provi-
sions of this act, shall give bonds, taken in the name of the
town of New Ulm, and filed with the Clerk, with an oath of

Bonds office written thereon. He shall possess all the amthority,
owers and rights of a Justice of the Peace, except he shall

in no case entertain any civil proceedings to which the town

of New Ulm is not a party, and shall have sole and excle

sive jurisdiction to hear all complaints and conduct all exam-

inations and trials in criminal cases within the town, cogni-

Issue warrants zable before a Justice of the Peace; but warrants returnable
before the said Justice may be issued in criminal cases, by

any other Justice in the town; but no fee shall be received

therefrom by such Justice. Said Justice shall have exclusive
jurisdiction in all cases in which the town is a party, and he

shall have the same power and aunthority in cases of oon-

Duoplicats of

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tempt, as a Court of Record: Provided, Nothing herein con-
tained ghall be deemed to divest the District Judges of their
anthority as conservators of the pence, nor to effect in any
manner the jurisdiction or powers of tho District Court of
Brown county. In case of absence, sickness, or other ina-
bility of said Justice, or for any other sufficient reason, the gypynytion
Town Council sholl anthorize any other Justice of Peace
within eaid town, to perform the duties of said Justice, and

it ghall thereupon be the duty of said Council to inform the
Marshal of guch substitution ,and cause a record thereof to be

made in the records of the town; such Justice of the Peace

o appointed, shall for the time being possess all the autho-

Tity, powers and rights of said Justice of the Peace of the

town of New Ulm. The Junstice of the Peace of said town

shall keep a docket, and a fair and true record of his proceed- Docket
ing®, judgments and executions, in all cases which may come
before him, and shall be cntitled to the same fees as are
allowed to Justices of tho Peace for similar services,

Sec. 14. The Clerk shall be elected by ballot, by the Town
Council; he shall keep the corporato seal, and all papers and pyyes of Clerk
records of the said town; and keep a record of the proceed-
ings of the Town Council, st whose meetings it shall be hig
duty to attend; and copies of nll papers filed in his office,
and transcripts from the records of said Town Council, certi-
Hied by him under the corporate seal, shall be evidence in all
courts in like manncr as if the original were produced; ho
shall draw and countersign all orders on the treasurer, in
pursnance of any order or resolution of the Town Council,
and keep o full and accurate account thercof, in hooks pro-
vided for that purpose. The Olerk shall have power and
agthority to admirister caths or affirmations.

Sgo. 15. The treasurer shall perform such offices, and re- Duties of treas
ceive ond disburse the moneys of said town, according to BT
by-laws and ordinances.

Sgc. 16. The Marshal shall perform such duties as shall
be prescribed by the Town Council for the preservation of
the public peace, and for the collection of moneys and fines.
He shall possess the powers of constable at common law,
or by the laws of this Territory, and receive like fees, but
shall not serve civil process, except when the town is a
party.

éti’:;:. 17. Said Qorporation shall be allowed the use of the
jail of the county for the imprisonment of such persons as
may be liable to imprisonment under the by-laws and ordi-
nances of gaid Cor;ilorat.ion, and such persons shall be under
the charge of the Sheriff of said county as in other cases.

Sic. 18. The officers of said Corporation shall on demand Deliver booka
deliver to their gnccessors in, office all such books and other
prosperty as appertain in any wise to said Corporation.

rc. 19, The Marshal or any other officer authorized to Power to exe
execate writs or other process issued by the Justice of tho cute Writd
Peace, shall have power to execute the same within the lim-
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its of Brown county, and shall be entitled to the same travel-
ing fees as are allowed to constables in similar cases. ~
Beo. 20. No tax shall be raised for the following purposea,
to wit:—to purchase public grounds, to procure fire engines,
and necessary apparatus therefor, and itmplements for haok
and ladder companies, to erect engine houses and market
houses, to make public wells and other reservoirs, to erect a
town pound, to make and repair streets and side walks, ex-
eepting in the following manner: At any meeting to eléct
town officers, or at any other meeting of such clectors, daly

“notified by the trustees, the persons entitled to vote to raise

taxes in said town, may by resolution, direct the Trustces to
cause to be raised by & tax upon the taxable property liable
to be assessed for taxes in said town., The notice of holding
such meetings required by this section, shall be twenty days,
and such notice shall specify the amount and objects of such
tax, and that such meeting will be called upon to vote at any
such meeting in respeet to raising any such tax, unless he
shall be qualified to vote for Trustees of the town, and ahall
own property Jisble to be asscesed for taxes therein, or have
property in his possession upon which he is liable to pay
taxes for town purposes.

Sko. 91. Said town shall have no power to borrow money,
nor ehall it be liable to pay money borrowed on ita acconnh,
or advances in its behalf by its officors, or any other person,
nor shall dny of its money or property bo applied to any such
purpose, nor shall such town iuncur any debt or liability ox-
cept for the purpose and in the manner specifically sot forth
and provided by this act.

Skro. 22.  Thiz act shall be in force from and after its pas-
sage.
